AMEUICAXS MA.KIIIEU ABBOAD.— A recent

-Vu-ust, and the bark taken olt aitrt lite posts 
and rails split and piled loosely to season and 
become perfectly dry before being put In tbc 
Around. If the bark cannot conveniently be 
Uikcn off Ibis month, it will make no particular 
(inference, since it will come off itself in a year 
or two and leave the wood sound. 
But It will 


make a muclrlighter job to hew and hole the 
posts while the timber is greeutl.au to let it get 
dry aud hard w bone, and it will be no detri- 
ment to have the posts ilius made, only that 
the work is to be done in a busy time ; but it 
will pay, as tlie posts can be made on rainj 
days aud odd times that will not be missed 
Posts will last nearly twice as long, cut now and 
-»asoned perfectly dry before set in the fence.

How Deep to Plough. 


Every intelligent fanner should know lhat, It 


will not do to plough laud ten inches deep while 
tlic soil is only five or six inches ; hut soil can 
I* much improved and made deeper lu due 
course of time, hy plowing an inch or rather 
deeper at each time the ground is plowed, to 
turn the subsoil to the fertilizing influence of 
frost, rain and air; however, this process will 
rjciuirc additional manure to enrich the extra 
inch or two turned up. Franklin's motto, "to 
plow deep while sluggards sleep," did not mean 
to plow dcpp without using plenty of manure, 
and he who farms poor land without manure, 
will find it simitar to sowing the wind and reap- 
ing the whirlwind for the crop; out after nil is 
saUl ami done, there is great virtue in cultiva- 
ting poor land well. Thorough aeration will do 
wonders in a stiff, tenacious soil, without which 
manure will not be fully beneficial.
